CRIPPLED CANADIAN FREIGHTER 
MAKING PROGRESS IN STORM 


Ship Struggling Southward in At- 
lantic at 6 Knots as Other 
Vessels Stand By. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 15 (AP)—The 
crippled Canadian steamer Tecum- 


seh Park, which yesterday radioed 
it was breaking up in heavy seas 
840 miles east of Halifax, reported 
today it was struggling along at 
five knots through rough Atlantic 
seas. The freighter, which car- 
ries a crew of 41, was proceeding, 
with four deck plates fractured, 
in a southerly direction, to escape 
the storm. Other vessels were 
standing by. 

Meanwhile, hope dwindled for 
the Boston trawler Belle and its 
crew of 17, missing five days in 
the North Atlantic.

MANY DEPUTIES 


Decides to Ask for Count, 
After Hearing of Out- 
side Jobs Held by 
Dougherty Aids. 


An investigation to determine 
whether Sheriff John F. Dough- 
erty employs more deputies than 
necessary will be sought by Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte. 

His announcement followed yes- 


terday’s disclosure by the Post-Dis- 
patch that one deputy sheriff has 
a full-time job as a bus driver for 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
and three others work part-time as 
bartenders. 

“It has been my opinion for 
some time that the sheriff's,ef:

A 4year-old boy who dentists say 
never will have teeth of his own 
is wearing a complete set of false 
teeth.

DELAYED; STRIKE 
NOTICES ON FILE 


Murray Says Action Does 
Not Mean Automatic 
Walkout When Pacts 
Expire Feb, 15. 


PITTSBURGH, Jan. 15 (AP) — 
Wage-and-hour talks between the 
CIO United Steel Workers and 
United States Steel Corp., whose 
contracts usually set the pattern 
in the industry, have been post- 
poned until next week. 

Originally, the talks were to be- 
gin tomorrow. No definite date 
has been set for the sessions and 
no reason for postponement was 
given. . 

The Labor Department at Wash- 
ington announced 30-day strike 
notices had been filed by the union 
involving about 1000 steel, steel 
fabricating, aluminum and related 
companies. 

Philip Murray, president of both 
the Steel Workers and the CIO, 
said the notices are a “mere 
mechanical procedure” and that 
they do not mean the union will 
strike automatically if contracts 
are not renewed by Feb. 15, ex- 
piration date for most of them. 

Edgar L. Warren, director of 
the Labor Department conciliation 
service, said “the Government has 
full confidence that both the un- 
ion and the companies will make 
every effort to conclude peace- 
fully a mutually satisfactory 
agreement, It is our hope that 
this agreement can be completed 
by the parties this year without 
the necessity of Government as- 
sistance.” 

The union said it plans to ask 
for higher pay, establishment of a 
social security fund, travel time, 
an annual wage, and improvement 
of other work conditions. 

Iron Age, industry publication, 
said that any “unusually high 
wage demand” by the steel union 
would be flatly rejected “since 
there is no disposition” by steel 
leaders to advance prices any 
more than in the last 30 days. 

Iron Age said both union and 
management were expected to 
bend over backward in an effort 
to reach an agreement. . It said 
management was eager to keep 
operations at peak levels for many 
months and that labor, although 
“aggressively seeking a substan- 
tial wage increase, would like to 
obtain this coneession without re- 
sort to a national strike,” which

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP)— 
President Truman spoke out today 
against “burned crosses” and men 
who “worked behind sheets” in 
his own home state of Missouri in 
asserting that “I don’t want to see 
any race discrimination.”

grievances, 

No decision was announced, but 
one strike léader commented that

ARMS TALK 


Points Out That U.S. Is Changing Its Secre- 
tary of State and Says Marshall 
Needs Time for Study. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. T., Jan. 15 
(AP)—The United States and Rus- 
sia afiled today to agree in a 
last-minute conference off the 
floor on the best way to tackle 
the arms question.

The Soviet Union 
and the United States again were 
on opposite sides of the fence, with 
American forces under new leader- 
ship united for atomic priority. 

An Australian resolution sug- 
gesting concurrent action by the 
Security Council on both atomie 
energy control and on arms re- 
duction was introduced by Chair- 
man Norman J. O. Makin shortly 
after the session convened. Makin 
proposed immediate appointment 
of a disarmament commission, and 
at the same time instructing the 
Atomic Energy Commission to be- 
gin preparation of a treaty out- 
lawing atom weapons. 

Makin’s resolution also would 
require @ report from the U.N. 
Military Staff Committee setting 
forth military requirements for 
the maintenance of international 
peace and outlining information 
needed from member nations to 
formulate plans for reduction of 
all armed forces, 

Urging joint action on atomic 
energy and arms control, Makin 
asserted that “the Australian dele- 
gation can see no objection to do- 
ing so and believes that if this 
work could proceed side by side, 
progress in each subject would 
assist progress in the other.” 

“We are in favor of the general 
principles of the Soviet proposal

The War Assets Administration 
has agreed to return to St. Louis 
immediately the eight and one-half 
acre portion at the southwest cor- 
mer of Lambert-St. Louis Field 
which the Army used during the 
war, Representative Walter C. 
Ploeser announced today in Wash- 
ington, 

A hangar on the site, now oc- 
cupied by the National Guard air 
arm, was used during the war as 
@ servicing base of the Air Trans- 
port Command. The property is 
owned by the city and has been 
leased to the Federal Government 
for $1 a year. 

Ploeser said A. W. Manley, direc- 
tor of airports for the WAA, told 
him he had ordered “immediate 
cancellation of the $1 lease which 
it has been offering for sale.” The 
WAA office in St. Louis is to be 
notified immediately to cancel the 
lease and return the property to 
we city, Ploeser added, in com- 
pliance with a request he made 
during a conference, with Manley 
yesterday. 

Retention of the Army site by 
the Government after it was no 
longer needed by the armed forces 
was one of the points of criticism 
in a report issued last week by a 
committee of the Municipal Air- 
port Commission. The committee 
said that, although the Army no 
longer needed the space, instead 
of being returned to the city the 
lease was “being peddled to other 
Government agencies as a valu- 
able property.” The lease was de- 
clared surplus by the Army last 
August. 

Yesterday, Ploeser announced 
that R. Adm. A. Irving McQuiston 
of the Naval Air Division had as- 
sured him that an immediate in- 
vestigation would be made of the 
possibility of turning over to the 
city the Naval Air Station at the 
airport. If this were done, Ploeser 
said, the city would probably be 
given permission to use the 21.5- 
acre site sold to the Navy for $50, 
under an operating permit granted 
by the Navy. Ploeser has sug- 
gested the Navy’s training pro- 
gram be moved to Scott Field, an 
Army base.

since killed himself. The other 
was Parnell. 

Young said that in February, 
1944, Keller asked him for $200 
from the union funds, promising 
to pay it back, and threatening 
him with exposure of a minor ir- 
regularity of which Keller knew. 
He said Keller continued the de- 
mands until he had paid him 
about $3000, with no repayment by 
Keller. Keller became a patrol- 
man in the Police Department, 
and ended his life last Oct. 24. 

Young said Parnell’s demands 
on him were made after he had 
begun paying Keller; that Parnell 
knew of the payments to Keller 
and threatened Young with vio- 
lence if he were not paid also. 
Young said he did not know how 
much he had Said Parnell, but 
said he had lately taken some 
money for himself and spent it 
for drink, “to forget about what 
would happen to me when this 
was found out.” He said it was 
possible that he had taken all the 
missing $5700; his first admissions 
covered only about $3500. 

Young, held on an embezzlement 
charge, has continued to deny any 
part in the safe burlary at the 
union’s headquarters, 1235 Fisher 
avenue, in which $10,700 was taken 
the night of last Dec. 26.

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Two Negro Legislators Object 
To Race Line in State Capitol 


Protest Begause They Cannot Consume Food 
or Drink at Lunch Stand, Though 
They Can Buy There.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 15— 
Two new Negro members of the 
Legislature voiced complaints to- 


day over the refusal of the opera- 
tors of the public lunch stand in 
the Capitol to allow them to con- 
sume food and drinks at the 
stand. 

The legislators, Representative 
William Massingale, St. Louis, and 
James McKinley Neal, Kansas 
City, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that they had been informed that 
they would be permitted to make 
purchases at the stand, but that 
they must carry the f away 
and eat it elsewhere. 

This has been the policy of the 
stand’s operators toward Negroes 
for many years. The stand is on 
the third floor of the Capitol close 
to the House and Senate cham- 
bers, in space leased from the 
state, and is privately operated. 

“IT think that policy is discrim- 
inatory and unfair,” Neal said. “It 
is not so much that it is embar- 
rassing and humiliating to us, but 
it is a reflection upon our state, 
our government and county, and 
is undemocratic.” 

Neal said he hoped the matter 
could be adjusted amicably, but 
that unless the policy was changed 
he might introduce a resolution, 
or a bill, to force the stand’s oper- 
ators to serve the public without 
discrimination. Both Massingale 
and Neal, who are Democrats, 
complained about the matter to 


Representative Roy Hamlin, Dem- 
ocratic floor leader in the House. 
Hamlin said he talked to the 
stand managers yesterday and 
made arrangements for food and 
drinks to be sent to the Negro 
legislators when they order it. 

Massingale said he and Neal had 
turned down an offer of the Dem- 
ocratic minority leaders to obtain 
a separate office for them in the 
Capitol. He said they would use 
the same large room as other min- 
ority members. He explained 
that as new members they wanted 
to be with other Democratic 
legislators so they could get their 
advice on legislative matters. 

The two introduced today a fair 
employment practices bill to make 
it illegal in Missouri to discrimi- 
nate in the employment of persons 
because of “race, color, religion, 
national origin or ancestry.’ 

The proposed law, which Mass- 
ingale said was modeled on the 
New York and California state 
laws and the Chicago ordinance, 
would make it unlawful for em- 
ployers to discriminate in the hir- 
ing of persons, or to discharge 
employes for those reasons. 

The proposal] also would pro- 
hibit labor organizations from ex- 
clluding or expelling persons from 
membership because of race, re- 
ligion or national origin, and 
from maintaining secondary or 
segregated memberships, 

The act would be under the ad- 
ministration of a state Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Commission of 
five members, appointed by the 
Governor, with power to investi-

GASOLINE TAX BOOS! 
AMENDMENT IN HOUSE 


2-Cent Increase Would Be 
Submitted to Voters if Legis- 
lature Approves It. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 15—A 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ment providing an additional state 
gasoline tax of two cents a gallon, 
which would double the present 
two-cent tax, was introduced in 
the Missouri House today. 

The additional tax, which would 
produce about $15,000,000 a year, 
would be divided equally between 
the cities and the counties. 

The proposed amendment, if ap- 
proved by the Legislature, would 
be submitted to the voters of the 
state for adoption in an election. 
It is sponsored by Representative 
Milton F. Duvall of Pike county 
and Representatives from nine 
other counties. 

It calls for automatic apportion- 
ment of one half of the proceeds 
of the additional two-cent tax to 
all cities and towns of more than 
750 population, to be used for 
maintenance and construction of 
streets. The apportionment would 
be in the ratio of the population 
of a city to the total population 
of the state, 

The other one half of the addi- 
tional tax proceeds would be ap- 
portioned to the counties for con- 
struction and maintenance of local 
county roads, The apportionment 
to the counties would be under a 
formula based on the ratio of 
county road mileage and popula- 
tion to the state totals of county 
roads and population. 

The proposed amendment, the 
first of several expected proposals 


on gasoline tax increases, is de- 
signed to relieve the plight of 
cities and towns which have in- 
curred heavy increases in operat- 
ing expenses, and to meet the 
demand of rural counties for ad- 
ditional aid in construction of 
low-type local roads not a part of 
State Highway system. 

No state control ever the expen- 
ditures is provided in the amend- 
ment, other than that appoint- 
ment of a county highway “engi- 
neer by the county court would 
be subject to approval by the 
State Highway Commission. The 
commission also would be author- 
ized to withhold apportionment of 
the funds from any county which 
failed to maintain local roads 
built with such funds, in a satis- 
factory manner, 


CHURCHILL GETS DAMAGES

lished allegation that Winston 
Churchill’s policies in Greece were 
influenced by his having been 
“bailed out of bankruptcy by Brit- 
ish bankers with Greek interests” 
was withdrawn in open court to- 
day when it was announced that 
Churchill’s libel suit against the 
publisher of the book, “Dinner at 
the White House,” had been set- 
tled. 

Counsel G. O. Slade said the 
author, Louis Adamic, and the 
publisher, Harper & Brothers, 
agreed to pay “substantial dam- 
ages” to Churchill, and that both 
admitted the statement was un- 
founded. Both publisher and au- 
thor apologized, counsel _ said.

Wilson was arrested Dec. 26 
and charged with continuing to 
operate the hotel after the permit 
was revoked Dec. 17 by the Board 
of Public Service for failure to 
obey fire control regulations. Mar- 
tin M. Schenck, an inspector for 
the Fire Prevention Bureau, testi- 
fied today that the hazards which 
had been found on earlier inspec- 
tions had now been corrected. 

Police testified that they had 
not seen Wilson registering guests 
or accepting money for rent. Wil- 
son said no hotel services had 
been furnished since the revoca- 
tion of the license, except that 
heat and electric services were 
continued. 

He said guests had left rent 
money at the desk in envelopes, 
which are being retained until 
after the present difficulty is 
settled. Wilson described himself 
as only the bookkeeper at the 
place. The hotel has 80 rooms. 
Two hundred guests are regis- 
tered. 

The case originally had been 
set for trial last Wednesday, but 
at that time prosecuting witnesses 
failed to appear.

CANADA AGREES 
TO JUNKING PART 
OF CANOL PROJECT 


Byrnes Announces Pact 


by Which’ U.S. Can 


Refinery and Pipeline. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. (AP)— 
Secretary of State Byrnes dis- 
closed today that Canada has 
agreed to let the United States 
junk and sell piecemeal part of a 
$133,000,000 wartime white ele- 
phant—the Canol oil refinery and 
pipe line project. 

Under an agreement reached 
last Friday, the United States may 
sell all or part of Canol Project 
No, 1 to the Canadian government 
or other buyers, remove what it 
can’t sell, or merely abandon it. 

The agreement, Byrnes said in 
a report to Congress, covers a 
pipeline running from Norman 
Wells, Northwest Territory, to 
White Horse, Yukon Territory, a 
refinery at White Horse, and re- 
lated facilities. 

It does not cover Cano] Projects 
No. 2, 3 and 4—systems set up to 
distribute the refinery’s finished 
products—because the Army has 
not declared these surplus. 

Byrnes reported that an investi- 
gation disclosed it is doubtful that 
“any governmental or private 
agency will desire to acquire the 
pipeline and refinery for use in 
peace.” 


The Canol project was intended 
by the joint chiefs of staffs to de- 
velop an oil field in Northern 
Canada to supply fwel for an Alas- 
kan aeriaLoffensive against Japan. 
The offensive never materialized.

have taken one position publicly 
and the opposite position in the 
secrecy of the committee. 

Senator Hawkins branded the 
rule as “hypocritical, a sham and

Causes Death of Illinois Ducks 


Fears of sportsmen that hundreds of thousands of ducks were 


starving to death in the Grafton 


(III.) area were groundless and, if 


persons interested had gone to headquarters at once to determine 


the facts about the situation, the 


government and the state of IIII- 


nois would have been saved considerable expense which it cost to 
disprove that the birds were dying because of lack of food. 


This was the statement of Je- 
rome Stoudt, biologist with the 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service,.after examining about 40 
ducks in the area. The cause of 
death in each case proved to have 
been lead poisoning from shotgun 
pellets, as originally stated by Ed- 
ward H. Davis, manager of Cal- 
houn Refuge. 

A Long Trip for Nix. 

Stoudt came down to IIlinois 
from Winona, Minn., his headquar- 
ters, after Davis sent published 
reports to the office. It is one of 
Davis’s duties to see that the ref- 
uge always has feed for the migra- 
tory birds. 

Of the ducks examined, some 
were taken from cornfields and 
some from ground near the wa- 
ters. All had lead shot in them 
and the gizzards of about 75 per 
cent of the birds wére crammed 
with corn. The ground-up corn 
was green and the full kernels) 
bore green spots and was gener- 
ally off color. 

There is nothing new in ducks 


3 dying from lead poisoning, The 


birds frequently pick up a lot of 
the pellets when they go into shal- 


To prove his point, Stoudt 
brought to the Post-Dispatch of- 
fice a jar containing a few duck 
gizzards just as they had been 
removed from the’ birds. He 
opened one of them with a jack- 
knife and showed it was stuffed 
with corn, much of it green and 
the remainder affected. He picked 
six shot out of the mass. As many 


as 11 shot were found in gizzards 
in the investigation, Stoudt said. 

The Wildlife Service men esti- 
mated that 200 ducks had died in 
the Pere Marquette Park area 
this winter—but not hundreds of 
thousands, as sportsmen had 
feared.

RITAIN’S planned economy reached the point of ultimate crisis 
today. Either the planners must produce a plan satisfactory to 
the striking transport workers or see all distribution of vital 


necessities halted.

If the strikers can be induced 
to accept this new board, they will 
go back to work immediately.

However, if the men refuse this 
new plan, Britain's transport will 
be paralyzed. All over the United 
Kingdom, loyal trade unionists 
have voted to strike in sympathy. 

In 
the provinces men have quit work, 
in sympathy, in transport and af- 
filiated lines, by the thousands. 


It is plain that the national 
planners cannot allow one union 
after another to demand as good 
or better conditions than have 
been granted previous claimants. 


National Wage Policy. 


At this point national planning 
faces an extremely grave decision. 
It may be an essential next step 
to establish a national policy on 
wages. The trade unionists would 
never accept an all-embracing 
wage policy unless the Govern- 
ment also fixed a national policy 
on salaries and profjts. To limit 
wages by national decree, and 
simultaneously limit salaries and 
profits, would be to stifle initia- 
tive, reduce production and re- 
move the greatest of all incentives 
to men who work either with their 
hands or brains. 


Yet, this final stage of planning 
is being considered and has been 
mentioned frequently in reports of 
recent union meetings. 

Here then, is the picture of 
trade union development. Britain’s 
enormous Transport Union num- 
bering more than 1,200,000, sup- 
posediy the largest in- the world, 
finds within its unwieldy bulk a 
relatively small group bent on 
forcing an issue that may destroy 
trade unionism. What would be 
the use of a trade union organi- 
zation, with powerful leaders, if 
the government adopted a na- 
tional plan covering hours of 
work, wages, and all the condi- 
tions under which men labor?

The Lulus of Senator Quinn 


Few legislators who have had the good luck 
to be re-elected time after time have advocated 
more faulty, foolish and harmful bills than Sena- 
tor William M. Quinn, who represents Northeast 
Missouri. In yesterday's Post-Dispatch Curtis 
Betts wrote of “Quinn, with a long record of op- 
position to the present nonpolitical highway sys- 
tem and a long record of consistent opposition to 
modernization of governmental agencies.” 

We might mention a few of the lulus Senator 
ty. The 1935 
“Quinn bill” would have thrown State High- 
way Department and eleemosynary institutions 
right into the spoils system by requiring all 
their employes to register their political affilia- 
tions. : 

That same year Mr. Quinn backed another 
monstrosity which would have increased, with- 
out cause, the revenue of Public Administrators 
from the estates they manage. In 1939, the 
Senator introduced a bill which would have gut- 
ted the game and wildlife program by dépriving 
the Missouri Conservation Commission of author- 
ity to enforce its regulations. 

In 1945, Senator Quinn gave his best to a bill 
which would have scrapped the present non- 
partisan and nonsectional State Highway Com- 
mission and reconstituted it with 10 members, 
each to be chosen from one of 10 districts rather 
than from the state as a whole. This measure 
to balkanize the highway system and favor rural 
roads at the expense of major highways passed 
the Legislature but was vetoed by Gov. Donnelly. 

But Senator Quinn is a determined man. He 
has laid his plans ahead of time for the present 
session. His fine hand ean be seen in the make- 
up of the new Senate Committee on Roads and 
Highways. He himself is a member of the com- 
mittee, which he was not appointed to at the 
last session. Nine of the 13 members, including 
Quinn, voted at the last session to pass the 
vetoed bill over the Governor's opposition. Only 
two opponents of the Quinn bill, 1945 version, 
are to be found on the new committee. 

Gov. Donnelly can be depended on to veto 
any new effort to translate Mr. Quinn's ideas on 
highways into law, but the state may as well 
get set for another fight. The Senate voted to 
override the Governor's veto last time, and the 


House might well have done so had not at- 


tendance been so sparse at its later meetings. 
If the issue is decided by count of heads be- 
tween the city and rural districts, the Quinn pro- 


posals will prevail. But the division cannot logi- 


cally be made on city-country lines. City resi- 
dents are interested in seeing good roads in the 
rural counties to which they go for business pur- 
poses, for vacation and weekend outings. Rural 
residents are interested in fast major highways 
to the cities. There is no reason why the non- 
sectional approach on highways should not work 
just as well in the future as it has worked for 
the past quarter-century. | 

Missouri admittedly does need some new high- 
way legislation. But there is no chance for it to 


get what it needs through a committee domi-. 


nated backstage by Senator Quinn. It has been 
suggested that a joint special highway commit- 
tee be appointed to consist of four members 
from each house, with the chairman of the 
State Highway Commission as a ninth member, 
The idea has merit, and Gov, Donnelly, who 
omitted the subject of highway legislation from 
his message the other day, may have some such 
plan in mind. Whatever the device employed, 
those responsible should get busy and see that 
Senator Quinn doesn't seize the initiative.

The invisible boundaries which chop Greater 
St. Louis into two-score political subdivisions 
are increasing obstacles to progress. The metrop- 
olis of New York met these same obstacles 25 
years ago. What New York did about it is told 
in the Mirror of Public Opinion, and should be a 


useful example for St. Louis. 


Threatened with obsolescent facilities, lack of 

co-ordination and traffic congestion, New York 
and New Jersey formed the Port of New York 
Authority. The 12 directors. are 
equally by the two Governors, Thé authority 
makes no profit, but is self-supporting, It serves 
millions of inhabitants without regard to city or 
state lines, 
The authority’s success in. providing tunnels, 
bridges and highways has led to a request that 
it consider airport operation. Its latest venture 
is the world’s largest freight terminal, to speed 
delivery of goods brought in by-trucks and heli- 
copter. The terminal will save annu 
1,830,000 miles of travel on New York streets. 

So New York overcame political barriers in 
trade and transportation. But in Greater St, 
Louis; the political core of the area has been 
bound up by a city line dated 1876, Mayhe it 
was a fitting boundary for horsecar transporta- 
tion. Today airplane passengers can't see it. 
Yet the issues created by modern commerce are 
stymied by a nineteenth century political design. 

The folly of that proposition is obvious on both 
sides of the Mississippi—when highways on one 
side lead to byways on the other, when St. Louis 
suffers from East St. Louis smoke that is some- 
times created by St. Louis-owned factories, when 
both sides dispute what airport should go where. 

New York has shown us how to move beyond 
such urban provincialism. And last week, the 
Metropolitan Plan Association decided to work 
for an interstate agency here. Nothing will be 
solved by simply erasing city lines, but there are 


a host of problems such as aviation, transporta-

The effort of the Metropolitan Plan Associa- 
tion deserves close attention and full support.

Can a “little body of willful men” set aside 
the Missouri Constitution and get by with it?

Twenty-five years ago harbor commerce 
had outgrown its facilities. Traffic was 
slowing down; business was drifting away 
to other ports. The situation demanded 
drastic treatment. And so the states of 
New York and New Jersey joined hands to 
create the Port of New York Authority, 
whose task was to co-ordinate the terminal 
facilities of the port district, build bridges 
and tunnels linking geographical units and 
thus channel commerce more efficiently. 

In the quarter-century which ended last 
year vast changes have been made by the 
Port Authority in the physical layout of 
the port district and its transportation sys- 
tem. 


As the authority enters its second 25 
years, it is fully aware that the war brought 
about a revolution in transportation. We 
face immediate challenges. We must not 
only maintain the New York-New Jersey 
port as the surest, fastest and cheapest 
gateway to the world; we must promote 
the development of New York as a world 
air center, This means still better co-ordi- 
nation, more airfields and terminals, a far 
more flexible system, for tomorrow com- 
petition will be keener than ever. 


Like a Business Concern 


Although the authority resembles a busi- 
ness corporation, there are essential dif- 
ferences, First, it is non-profit-making. 
Second, it performs only those tasks au- 
thorized by the legislatures of New York 
and New Jersey. Since the authority car- 
ries out its projects on a self-supporting 
basis, it does not cost the taxpayer a penny. 
It sella bonds to finance a bridge or ter- 
minal, and the revenues from the enter- 
prise eventually liquidate the debt. 

To the public we are best known for our 
traps-Hudson crossings—the George Wash- 
ington Bridge and the Holland and Lincoln 
Tunnela—and for our Bayonne and Goethals 
bridges and the Outerbridge Crossing, all 
connecting Staten Island with New Jersey. 
But equally important developments are in 
prospect, 

There will soon be added to our present 
facilities the two largest truck-freight ter- 
minals in the world, now under construc- 
tion in Manhattan and Newark. We pro- 
pose to build a “Grand Central Station” 
for intercity busses and we are making im- 
provements at the Port Authority's Grain 
Terminal on Gowanus Bay, Brooklyn, which 
is destined to play an increasingly impor- 
tant part in the export trade. Our Union 
Railroad Freight Station in the Port Au- 
thority Building on Eighth avenue is prov- 
ing of increasing value as a “post office” 
for freight, 


Area-Wide Traffic Plan 


The noose of traffic congestion which 
chokes business in the port area will be 
loosened as a result of highway improve- 
ments in northern New Jersey and metro- 
politan New York, The authority has 
launched plans for speeding up vehicular 
traffic between New Jersey and New York 
through the construction of a new four- 
lane Holland Tunnel exit viaduct and the 
completion of two more George Washing- 
ton Bridge traffic lanes. The second George 
Washington Bridge tunnel at 179th street 
will quicken the flow of traffic to the ex- 
pressway over the Harlem and East River 
drives, 


Our immediate freight and passenger ter- 
minal program, which involves $25,000,000, 
will reduce transport costs and relieve 
street-traffic congestion, which now takes 
a toll of $1,000,000 a day from New York 
business, One of our important tasks is to 
assist in re-establishing coastwise and in- 
tercoastal shipping, a serious war casualty, 
and we must be constantly on the watch 
for political rate-rigging and other dis- 
criminatory practices, 


Crossroads in the Air 


Finally we must foster the development 
of air transport in the Port District. Three 
of the world’s largest and most. efficient 
airports—Idlewild, LaGuardia and Newark 
—are the port district's chief ground facil- 
ities for this growing business. Altogether 
there are 18 airports in the area—10 in 
New York and eight in New Jersey. Un- 
doubtedly we shall see great developments, 
including expanded and improved airports 
and efficient equipment for transporting 
passengers and freight to the airfields. 


Idlewild, LaGuardia and Newark will be 
developed to capacity, with Idlewild capa- 
ble of handling about 2000 plane movements 
a day, LaGuardia 400 and Newark more 
than 1000. “There will be no question of 
competition between airports in this area, 
The problem will be to find room for planes 
that want to use our fields, Eventually, I 
believe that the Port of New York will be 
recognized as the premier crossroads of 
the air-trade lanes. 

There is talk these days about the dark 
fate that awaits the old-time seaport. The 
prophets of air transport insist that the 
airplane will make the seaport obsolete. 
They are sure that great planés will rob 
surface ships of their passengers and 
freight, ignore shorelines and come to 
earth far inland to make virtual front- 
porch delivery. 


“A Commercial Emporium” 


There is some truth in this, but the Port 
of New York will be far more likely to ex- 
pand than to contract in an era of air trans- 
portation because it is a tremendous gen- 
erator of traffic, as well as a transit point 
for large areas of the country, The port 


‘{s perhaps peculiarly immune to deteriora- 


tion through air transport competition with 
surface carriers. We must not forget that 
we are more than a great seaport. We are 
what some of our early admirers called us, 
“the great commercial emporium of Amer- 
ica.” 


In the next 10 years I believe we shall 
find in the Port of New York the most 
modern transportation facilities available 
anywhere, and they will handle the greatest 
volume of land, sea and air traffic in our 
history. We will prove that our “traffic 
potential“ is sufficient to save us from the 
fate which air prophets say will be ours. 


We of the Port Authority believe that 


our busiest years lie ahead, that the his- 
tory of our first quarter-century is mere- 
ly an indication of things to come. We 
have deep faith in the harbor’s future.

ANNA ZENGER: MOTHER OF FREEDOM, by Kent 
Cooper. (Farrar, Strevs & Co., New York.) 


This novelized biography of Anna Zen- 
ger, “the first woman in the world to con 
duct a. newspaper,” was written by the vor- 
satile executive director of the Associated 
Press to give her just recognition for her 
part in establishing freedom in this coun- 


try. 

The story is of colonial New York City, 
beginning in 1721. Anna Maulin, religious, 
cultured and intelligent (“her father was 
Dutch, her mother was French, and she 
spoke English—so that made her an Amer- 
ican!”) had a brief romance with Francis 
Harrison, confidante of the English gov- 
ernor. She married John Peter Zenger, an 
immigrant who had learned the printing 
trade under William Bradford “printer to 
the King.” He set up a shop of his own, 
and is pictured as.a methodical, unambitious, 
though somewhat artistic printer. 

* > 


The political intrigues of the British gov- 
ernor and Francis Harrison aroused much 
discontent in the colony. Anna conceived 
the idea of a newspaper which would ex- 
pose them, and would uphold the rights of 
the colonists, Her husband Jacked her zeal 
and imagination, and passed the idea on to 


Bradford, who then established the city’s 


first newspaper, the Gazette. However, it 
was closely supervised by the Governors 
agents, and printed nothing to offend them, 

Anna persuaded her husband to establish 
an independent newspaper, and on Nov. 8 
1733, he issued the New York Weekly Jour- 
nal, It dared to print the truth about the 
Governor and his henchmen, so he had Zen- 
ger thrown in jail. There has been histori- 
cal controversy regarding the authorship 
of the outspoken editorials, and some attri- 
bute them to various leading colonists. This 
author, however, attributes them to Anna’ 
Zenger. His fiction presents her as the 
only logical one responsible, and his argu- 
ments and authentic documents printed in 
the appendix tend to justify his thesis,

During the months Zenger was in jan 
Anna continued to print the paper, though 
without further offending the Governor. 
Finally when the case was brought to trial 
the renowned Andrew Hamilton made «a 
dramatic plea and offerred an incontestible 
argument in support of Zenger, to the 
amazement of the court, and he was freed, 
Freedom of the press to print the truth 
was legally established, 

This story seems entirely plausible, is 
well constructed, and dramatic. It is a 
thoroughly interesting historical novel, and 
will add distinction to the memory of Anna 


Zenger.

It was a heartening occasion for 
the promoters, It proved that 
there is an audience for chamber 
music in St.-Louis. The response 
to the music showed plainly that 
lofty conception and finished exe- 
cution will always find their mark. 
The Paganini Quartet is en- 
gaged in its first season of con- 
certs, Already the ensemble gives 
every evidence of unified musical 
thinking and if last night’s con- 
cert was am example, is capable 
of a\facility, a precision, a fusioh 
of sound, and a tonal range wholly 


adequate to the masterly projec- 


tion of anything in the quartet 
literature, A_ slight . exception, 
however, can be taken to the 
Mozart “Hunt” quartet \ which 
opened the program.

Democratic Italy’s Call for Help 


NCE again as at Paris, the Italian Premier, Alcide de Gasperi, 
has raised his voice, not only in behalf of his country, but in 
behalf of that free, democratic civilization to which we atill 
belong. He was in a more difficult situation than at Paris for he 
poke, not to all allied peacemakers together, but to the American 
pple, and I thought he showed tact in steering away from the reefs 

of internal American divergencies and rifts between the great powers. 


Yet he could not disguise his 
ization of the unity of Euro- 

n and American civilization, 
hough he avoided any special 
leading on its behalf. While he 
as speaking there were hunger 
demor ons in Rome, and the 
papers which reported his speech 
brought a photograph of the 

reed bodies and pallid faces of 
he demonstrators. 


for Stalin. 


Also, while he was speaking, a 

ocialist congress in Italy led by 
Signor Nenni, who favors a 
united front with the Communists, 
neard cheers for Russia and 
Stalin and hisses for the Western 
nations. Hunger, unemployment, 
and above all, disillusionment, do 
mot breed democracy but revolu- 
tion. 

Signor De Gasperi has never 
teen a revolutionist, Fascist or 
Red. He is a constructionist, who 
hopes to move into the future over 
a bridge one end of which rests 
upon a solid and great humanistic 
tradition. He does not want to 
wade into the future through new 
prisons of terror and rivers of 
blood. He believes that great, 
happy, and peaceful civilizations 
cannot be built by howling masses 
swayed by skillful leaders, but by 
the co-operation of free men. 


But he also knows that the con- 
ditions essential to the creation of 
free democratic societies are not 
summarized in freedom of speech, 
religion and assembly. These, in- 

can be the instruments for 
their destruction if work, bread, 
and hope are lacking. 

When Italy, on demand, sur- 
rendered unconditionally, under a 
Government which had already 
ousted Mussolini, and afterward 
made no mean contribution to our 
victory, we assumed complete re- 
sponsibility for the lives of the 
Italian people ahd the future of 
the Italian nation. Total victory 
is also total burden except for 
such as can think in terms of 
acquiring slaves. We cannot 80 
think for we know that the world 
cannot survive half slave and half 
free, and we should like to remain 
free ourselves. 


Our Responsibility. 


But the burden which we as- 
sumed was the greater because of 
peculiar problems of Italy, some 
of which Signor de Gasperi indi- 
cated. Forty-six million people 
live in a country the size of Cali- 
fornia, with nothing like Califor- 
nia’s resources of land or indus- 
trial raw materials. Only 50 per 
cent of Italy's soil is arable; she 


has almost no coal, oil, or min- 


als; and with world-wide re- 
strictions on immigration she is 
unable to export her surplus pop- 
ulation, as she did for generations. 


Desperate for Trade. 


Premier De Gasperi did not at- 
tack the peace treaty now ready 
for presentation, except by indi- 
rection. This column has no such 
inhibitions. 

The treaty deprives Italy of all 
her coal — never enough, but 
amounting to a million and a 
quarter tons annually. Italy's 
other coal came from Poland; 
German Silesia, now also Polish; 


the Ruhr and England. The Po- 


lish and East-German coal is now 
going in large part to the Soviet 
Union and is within the Soviet’s 
economic system. The Ruhr is 
practically at a op Eng- 
land has a coal crisis of her own. 
So Italy can only get coal from 
the United States. 


But Italy can pay for it only 


in exported goods. Hence Premier 
De Gasperi’s plea that America 
take the lead in general tariff re- 
duction. I greatly doubt that we 
shall do so, so where is Italy. to 
go for raw materials? 

The only other place is the eco- 
nomic complex of the U. . S. R. 
For Italy’s population, deprived of 
colonial outlets, open to Soviet 
military pressure on indefensible 
borders, and cut off from the 
Danubian hinterland by the Ve- 
nezia Giulia arrangement, can 
only subsist by an intensification 
of industrialization on the basis 
of imported raw materials which 
she must pay for in finished 
goods. In a capitalist but protec- 
tive-tariff world she will, in .the 
long run, be unable to purchase 
those materials in places from 
which her exports are barred. 


Wreckage and Relief. 


Italy, even within the proposed 
frontiers, can be a viable state 
only if, first, there were assurance 
that those frontiers would be de- 
fended against aggression, and, 
second, if the democratic world 
would show capacity for inter- 
national planning. 

Either the existing markets 
must be widened or new markets 
must be created by imaginative 
projects. The Western world has 
enough know-how for this; what 
it lacks is cohesive intelligence 
and will, So far—except for Win- 
ston Churchill—no Western states- 
man has shown any comprehen- 
sion of the over-all problems of 
Europe, or produced any blue- 
print for dealing with them. We 
continue to contribute to the 
economic wreckage, while taxing 
ourselves to relieve the results.

It was Jearned subsequently 
that the Soviet proposal first was 
privately advanced in Moscow in 
1944 by Foreign Minister V. M. 
ie to Trygve Lie, then For- 
eign Minister of the Norway Gov- 
ernment in exile and now Secre- 
tary General of the United Na- 
tions. 

This was in wartime when the 
United States was pouring lend- 
lease supplies into Russia by con- 
voys running the gantlet of Ger- 
man submarine and air attack 
between Spitsbergen and Nor- 
way's north cape. 

The Soviet secrecy contrasted 
with the open postwar proposals 
to Iceland to retain rights to air 
bases in that island. Russia and 
Britain were fully informed with- 
out delay. The proposal subse- 
quently was dropped because of 
Icelandic objections.

Bankruptcy Goes Ahead 
Out of Debt. 


The faith of a friend enabled 
Chester Gardner, operator of the 
Parkway Radio Service, 5470

mate and soils ideally adapted to livestock pro- 
duction through the proper and maximum use of 
pasture. As contrasted to the great dairying states 
of Wisconsin and Minnesota, that have four 
months in which to raise their feed for the other 
eight, we Missouri farmers have at least eight 
months in which to raise feed for the other four. 
If we take full advantage of this eight-month 
season—and there are dirt farmers right here in 
our neighborhood who are doing it—we have a 
tremendous advantage in lower labor costs, high- 
er yields and a minimum dran on the fertility of 
our land. The job is to set up a system of farm- 
ing whereby one pasture crop succeeds another 
throughout the year—crops that the livestock 
will harvest themseves and which, in many cases, 
need no annual tillage other than that necessary 
to keep the pasture grasses in good condition. As 
the system works toward maximum efficiency, 
the farmer cuts, bales and feeds less hay—plants, 
cultivates, harvests and feeds less corn (or bet- 
ter yet, buys what grain he needs).

HE DOES, in most parts of Missouri, depend 
on a small grain and lespedeza combination for 
spring and summer pasture—letting the stock 
harvest the rye or barley during autumn and 
spring and the lespedeza during the hot months 
of summer. Permanent grasses such as blue- 
grass, orchard grass, fescue afford winter and 
spring pasture but are rested during the autumn 
months. And in the hardest winter weather, hay 
and silage and grain can supplement the perma- 
nent grass pasture to whatever degree is neces- 
sary.

This kind of rice is more nutri- 
tious than rice that requires wash- 
ing before cooking and rinsing 
after. The cooked rice needs to 
stand in the pineapple syrup long 
enough to absorb sweetness and 
flavor and produce a dessert with 
ingredients perfectly blended in 
flavor. A third point to keep in 
mind is combining the whipped 
cream and other ingredients: A 
light folding motion is uired to 
obtain the fluffy quality of the 
dessert. Over-folding undoes all 
the effort made to obtain delicate, 
fluffy whipped cream. 


Pineapple Rice Cream. 

No. 2 can crushed pineapple, 
one quart water, three-fourths 
teaspoon salt, one-half cup raw 
rice, one-fourth cup sugar, three- 
fourths teaspoon lemon juice, one- 
half cup whipping cream. 

Place water and one-half tea- 
spoon of the salt in a saucepan 
and heat to boiling. Gradually 
stir in rice (the old process kind) 
and continue cooking about 25 
minutes or until rice 3 — 
tender; stir occasional 
off excess water.

LECTRICAL appliances are 
‘wonderful time saving devices 
that give us extra hours to 

worry over world conditions. But 
before you plug them all in at 
once—a word of advice, 

Every electrical appliance takes 


ea certain number of watts to op- 


erate. The number required will 
appear on the appliance. A watt 
is the term of measurement of 
electricity and is derived by mul- 
tiplying volts times amperes. Now 
the electrical system in your home 
is made up of circuits which are 
intended to just so many. 
watts. Each circuit has a fuse 
that acts as a safety valve. Mul- 
tiply the number of amperes on 
the fuse by 110 (the voltage) and 
you'll find how many watts that 
particular circuit will carry, A 
circuit with a sh fuse will 
carry 1650 watts. 20-ampere 
fuse is good for 2200 watts and 
no more, Plug in appliances de- 
manding more watts than the cir- 
cult carries and either the fuse 
will blow, the appliances won't 
operate efficiently, or the wires in 
the circuit will overheat and start 
a fire. 

2200 watts seems like a lot but 
remember that a toaster takes 
around 1100, a coffee pot perks at 
about 1000 and an electric heater 
demands 1250 or so. Until you 
can get an electrician to give you 
a few mere circuits, do a little 
— of watts before you start

How 
much cash will the nations need 
for purchase of materials or ma- 
chines either here or in other 
countries? If we know in advance 
how much of a cash loan will re- 
turn to us in purchases made in 
this country, that will help in 
making up our appropriations 
budget.

IT IS SHOCKING, I think, that 
the world bank is having such 
difficulty in obtaining someone to 
head it.

Looking only at the North-South 
hands any expert would say that 
six clubs had a 100 to 1 chance 
in its favor, with not too bad a 
play for seven-odd. Actually, how- 
ever, South found the contract un- 
makeable. 

West opened the heart king. 
Dummy ruffed, but a tentative 
trump lead from Dummy dis- 
closed the sad state of affairs, 
and there was no salvation. Even 
if South bad not drawn that one 
trump he\could not have shut out 
the settjag trick. At first glance 
“it appears that dummy’s low dia- 
monds can be ruffed out while 
South retains full control, but that 
is a snare and a delusion. 

It is a strange and significant 
fact; however, that so small a 
transposition as the six and seven 
of clubs between the East and 
North hands allows the contract 
to be made! With the change 
South can ruff two low diamonds 
and still keep East from getting 
a trump trick, sa that only one 
diamond or one heart need finally 
be conceded. 

It was pretty bad luck for 
North-South that such a logical 
slam contract should have failed 
by so narrow a margin.
